Announcing— Hastings House Americana Series 


Four books introduce this new series, Wild Flowers, Audubon Birds, Love and Courtship 
and Life And Fashion, the two latter pictured and annotated by Paul MePharlin. The 
Wild Flowers and the Audubon Birds make charming small books, with effective color 
plates. The other two, with modern illustrations, are less appealing. Fach $1.00 
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In A HISTORY OF AMERICAN POETRY 1900 - 1940, by Horace Gregory and Marya 
Zaturenska (Harcourt, Brace, $4.00, published) we have a welcome and much needed book. 
That it is something more than a journalistic recital, if something definitely Iess than 
the highest of high criticism, will probably add to its popularity if not to its great- 
ness. Gregory is a well-known critic, his latest published work, The Shield of Achilles, 
having been a stimilating group of essays, and Miss Zaturenska, his wife, is herself a 
poet. Beginning with the "twilight interval" which existed just before the great poetic 
revival of 1910 and which included such names as William Vaughn Moody, George Sterling, 
James Whitcomb Riley, etc.,.etc., the poets of the second, third and fourth decades of 
the century are reviewed. The poets are grouped in time clusters rather than as ad- 
herents to so-called movements, though movements are referred to. Ample illustrations 
of the various poets' work is given and more than ample criticism from sources other 
than the authors' opinions is offered. In fact, in this respect the volume is often a 
little cluttered, while at the same time the super-illuminating remarks of some of the 
most highly gifted critics of our times often show up the paucity of insight of the 
authors. Still as a handy reference book and something considerably more, this should 
have a wide sale. The true critical history of American poetry, in the last fascinating 
forty years, still remains to be written. 

After leafing through sketches and criticisms of all the familiar and best 
names of the last four decades, it is interesting to turn to six entirely new ones. Of 
the six new volumes, perhaps the most interesting is: 

LORD WEARY'S CASTLE by Robert Lowell (Harcourt, Brace, $2.50, published). 

t is true that Lowell privately published in a very limited edition a book of first 
poems called Land of Unlikeness, and in this first volume to reach the general public, 
one recognizes a strong and unusual talent, with a fine grasp of hard, clear, classical 
rhythms. His characteristics, still obscure, include Catholicism, erudition, a New 
“ngland background, and a knowledge of, and hatred of, war. One feels that with his 
grasp of language, something more strong and definite may come. 

Two more young voices, both noteworthy, are registed in ROCOCO SUMMER by 
Lawrence P. Spingarn (Dutton, spf? January, 1947) and PARADE OF DOVES by Eve Triem 
(Dutton, $2.50, published). Spingarn's poems have been widely published in newspapers 
and the more progressive journals such as Tomorrow, The Saturday Review of , Literature 
and Poetry. If anything, he is too facile. Many of his poems are occasional and in 
spite of some felicitous phrasing one feels no deep grasp or compulsion. Eve Triem is 
a trifle more distinguished. Her gift is lyrical and she has a fine, typically feminine 
surge of emotion. Both of these are new poets, more for poetry lovers to watch than to 
‘appreciate for present achievement. 

In THE WOUND AND THE WEATHER by Howard Moss (Reynal & Hitchcock, $2.00, pub- 
lisned) we have the voice of another post-war poet. This I suppose is the note that will 
again and again be reiterated in the next few years, until one arises above the others to 
transcend the terrible sensation of fear and loneliness that the young of this era seem 
to sharee So far Moss notes the emotions but does not project them. He also has some 
distinction of diction and bears watching. 

In an entirely different category are Reed Whittemore's half-satirical, delir- 
ious sketches, HEROES AND HEROINES (Reynal & Hitchcock, $2.50, published). This is not 
serious poetry but as satire or even comic poetry it is unsuccessful because it is not 
brilliant enough. Extended, half-poetical paraphrases of Conrad and Sherlock Holmes, or 
cartoons of Merlin and Guinevere, will amuse the author's classmates or relatives, but 
not a wide public. , 

And finally, THE LIVING STONE by Marion S. ‘thite (Coward-McCann, $2.00, publish- 
ed) is a volume of only semi-successful light verse. The intention is light satire 
(welcome these days) but the author betrays a certain vagueness and confusion, perhaps 
explained by her multitudinous interests - children's portraiture, farming, psychology, 
Oriental teaching, and now lisht verse. Whimsical ideas are often a part of mysticism, 
but I believe real wit belongs to the rationalist.
